Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
invention deals with an insulating composition for an electrical power cable which 
comprises a crosslinkable ethylene copolymer characterized in that the ethylene 
copolymer obtained by coordination catalyzed polymerization of ethylene and at least 
one alpha olefin in at least one stage, wherein said multimodal ethylene copolymer has 
a melting temperature of at most 125°C, a MWD of 3.5-8, such that the fraction of the 
copolymer eluted at a temperature higher than 90°C doesn't exceed 5% by weight 
(Claim 1). This invention also deals with an electrical power cable comprising an 
insulating layer wherein the insulating layer comprises a cross-linkable ethylene 
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copolymer characterized in that the ethylene copolymer obtained by coordination 
catalyzed polymerization of ethylene and at least one alpha olefin in at least one stage, 
wherein said multimodal ethylene copolymer has a melting tempel-ature of at most 
125°C, a MWD of 3.5-8, such that the fraction of the copolymer eluted at a temperature 
higher than 90°C doesn't exceed 5% by weight (Claim 9). The above stated claim 
limitations, in combination with other claim limitations, is not taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record.
